In addition to training pastors, Graham was also in charge 
of administration for AZ. Because of Brent's experience 
in business, the leadership of AZ thought it would be a 
good fit for him to take over these responsibilities. So, 
Brent has been busy trying to learn "the ropes" of running 
the AZ office. This job has initially required a lot of time, 
but the goal is to have AZ's accountant handle a majority 
of the work with only minimal supervision from Brent. 
This will free him up for other areas of ministry.

One of the areas of ministry that AZ feels is key to 
helping these pastors and churches we work with is 
Income Generation. Since arriving in Zambia, we have 
been involved, informally, in assisting a few people with 



various projects like community grocery stores, piggeries, 
etc, but it looks like AZ will be moving toward a more 
formal ministry for Income Generation. Brent hopes to 
be involved in establishing this ministry for Action Zam- 
bia in the near future.
